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Genetic History of Holstein-Friesian 
Cattle in the United States 


J. L. LUSH, J. C. HOLBERT and O. S. WILLHAM * 


United States came mostly from Friesland and 

nearby parts of north Holland.t Some cattle were 
imported from Holland even before the Revolutionary 
War, but the pedigrees of their descendants were not re- 
corded. The earliest importation of an animal subsequent- 
ly registered was in 1852, but only 37 head were imported 
before 1874. The high tide of importation was in three 
years 1883 to 1885 when 5103 animals were brought into 
the country. That number is about two thirds of the 
total ever imported and registered in the United States. 
After 1885 importations rapidly diminished, and since 
1890 only 132 registered Holstein-Friesians have entered 
the United States; all of these were included in small 
importations in 1903, 1904 and 1905.t Holstein-Friesians 
in Canada came originally from herds in the United 
States and the many exchanges of breeding stock be- 
tween Canada and the United States are not included 
here as “importations.” 


Prior to 1873 there were no organized herdbooks in 
Holland for recording pedigrees. Hence the detailed his- 
tory of the breed prior to that is fragmentary and shades

the black and white lowland cattle as belonging to the 
same general race and consider the local divisions (such 
as East Prussian, Jeverland, Jutland, East Friesian, 
Oldenburger, Friesian, etc.) as distinct but loosely re- 
lated breeds. 

The first herdbook association for this breed in 
America was formed in 1871, which was two years before 
there was any herdbook association in Holland. Another 
association was organized in the United States in 1877. 
In 1885 the rival registration associations were merged 
into a single organization, ‘“‘The Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America,’’ which recognized the records of 
both the earlier associations and which is functioning 
today. A third association published three volumes en- 
titled ‘‘American Branch of the North Holland Herd- 
book”’ in which were registered some cattle imported 
while still the property of Dutch cattlemen. Later the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America voted to admit 
to registration animals whose parents were registered 
the ‘‘North Holland’’ Herdbook and it was discontinued. 

This is the most numerous breed of dairy cattle in 
the United States. Registrations from 1919 to 1929 
were a little more than 110,000 per year, while the 
transfers were about 90,000 per year. 

History of Breeding Policies 

No high grades were ever admitted to registry in 
America. Since the importations began before there was 
a herdbook in Holland and were at their maximum while 
that herdbook was still of recent origin, nothing is 
known of the ancestry of the foundation animals except 
what can be inferred from the region in which they were 
purchased and from the statements made by the sellers. 

The breed was small in numbers in its early develop- 
ment in America, not registering as many as 10,000 in- 
dividuals in any one year prior to 1906. This, together 
with the fact that importations practically ceased after 
1890, is a situation which could have fostered a little 
inbreeding and would give any individual animal which 
was used extensively in one or more prominent herds a 
definite chance of spreading many of its genes through 
the entire breed. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association was the first as- 
sociataion to undertake official testing and recording of 
production as a regular part of its activities. In recent 
years this association has experimented with measures 
intended to promote more unity of ideals with regard to 
outward conformation and type. To this end the Asso- 
ciation has constructed and distributed ‘true type” 
models and paintings and has instituted a system of 
voluntary herd classification.

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Objects of This Study 


The questions we wished to answer in this study 
were: (1) How much inbreeding has taken place in the 
breed as a whole and what kind of inbreeding has this 
been? (2) How uniformly has the breed developed as a 
single group all related to each other, or how much 
tendency has there been for it to split into genuinely dis- 
tinct and separate families? (3) How important have 
individual animals been to the development of the breed 
as a whole? (4) What is the average length of time be- 
tween generations? (5) Have unusually high producers 
and animals of unusually choice show-type been pro- 
duced by breeding systems different from those which 
have been used in producing the average animal of the 
breed? 

Methods Used 


The methods used in this study were developed by 
Wright” and first extensively used by McPhee and 
Wright’,” in their study of the British Shorthorn breed. 
These methods were later used by Calder’ in his study of 
of the Clydesdale breed of horses in Scotland, by Fowler‘ 
in his study of Ayrshire cattle in Scotland, and by Dick- 
son and Lush’ in their study of the Rambouillet sheep in 
America. Fragmentary studies using these methods have 
been made by Smith® on Jersey cattle in Britian and by 
Brockelbank and Winters’ on Shorthorn prize-winners in 
the United States. 

Two hundred pedigrees of bulls and 200 pedigrees of 
7, 18, 29, 43 and 64 (the latest published one when this 
study began) of the herdbook of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of, America. The pedigrees were chosen 
by taking the first pedigree on every page, or every 
cows were chosen systematically from each of Volumes 
other page or at whatever interval was necessary to give 
a sample of the desired size. The model birth dates of 
each sample of 400 were 1889, 1899, 1909, 1919 and 
1928. After these samples had been completed and con- 
clusions drawn, a sixth sample including only animals 
born in 1931 was taken from volume 69, for the pur- 
pose of obtaining additional information about the breed 
at the most recent date then available. 

The sire and dam for each pedigree were noted, and 
then a random line of ancestry was traced back from 
the sire and another random line from the dam, using 
a fresh throw of a penny each time to determine whether 
sire or dam of the individual being looked up should be 
followed further in the pedigree.* This is the approxi> 
mate method worked out by Wright and McPhee.” The 
results of course mean practically nothing so far as con- 
cerns the individual animal, which thus has only two 
random lines of its ancestry traced back to the founda- 
tion stock.. The average results of many such skeleton 
two-line pedigrees however do acquire a_ statistical 
significance, like any other average of samples, and may 
become exceedingly reliable as showing the average 

condition within the breed, providing the sample of 
pedigrees is large enough to bring the sampling errors 
within the accuracy desired. 

After these pedigrees representative of the whole 
breed had been studied, the 204 different animals which 
had up to the end of 1932 made such a good record in 
the show-ring that they had been included in the “All 
American” or ‘‘Reserve All American”’ list sponsored by 
the Holstein-Friesian World were  similarily studied.

Changes in inbreeding and inter se relationship in the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed of cattle in the United States. The mating 
of brother with sister produces an inbreeding coefficient of 25 
per cent in one generation. It is therefore clear that the degree 
of inbreeding in the Holstein-Frisian breed in America is not 
very gréat.

Inbreeding from Decade to Decade 

Table I and Figure 1 show the average inbreeding 
coefficients found. The upward trend in intensity of in- 
breeding seems statistically significant, although it is 
slight. The 1928 and 1931 pedigrees average a little 
more than ten generations in length. The total inbreed- 
ing observed in these samples therefore represents about 
four-tenths of one per cent per generation. This slow 
drift toward homozygosis in the breed as a whole is rapid 
enough to be important if it occurred in a wild species 
over geological periods of time but is very mild when 
calculated in terms of what might happen during one 
human lifetime. 

Translated into terms of Wright’s approximate 
formula" (p. 109) of %m for the fraction of the remain- 
ing heterozygosis lost per generation in a population of 
limited size, because of the sampling nature of Mendelian 
inheritance, this inbreeding rate is about the same as if 
there were only about 30 bulls per generation in the 
whole breed actively and equally taking part in repro 
ducing the breed, but mating at random with a much 
larger number of cows. Of course these abstract condi- 
tions are not entirely realized. Many more than 30 bulls 
take part in reproduction each generation and they do 
not take part equally. Far less than 30 take 80 active 
a part that they have a distinct influence on the br 
for more than a generation or two after their death.

N WRITING the story of a herd of dairy cattle it is 
[ oten hard to know where to begin as many fine herds 
represent the life work on the part of their owners. 
Such is the case of the herd founded by Mr. and Mrs. 
G. U. Clark and carried on by Mrs. G. U. Clark and Sons, 
Hanford, California—the Clarks having produced and 
sold dairy products for over 45 years starting in the days 
of the old skimming pans and hand churns. These were 
replaced by the cheese factory and the community skim- 
ming plant. The milk was all hauled to the plant for 
skimming and the skim milk hauled home to be fed to 
pigs or calves. The hand separator came next. Then 
only the cream left the ranch. With the coming of elec- 
tricity, modern equipment such as mechanical milkers, 
refrigeration plants, coolers, sterilizers, replaced the old 
equipment formerly used. Today the product of an up- 
to-date plant goes to the Los Angeles market as sweet 
cream, 
_ While these changes were taking place in the handl- 
Ing of dairy products an equally important change was 
taking place in the herd that produced them. In 1900 
the Clarks purchased a group of high grade heifers and 
4 bull. In 1906 the first registered Holstein bull was 
bought and later in 1910 the foundation for the present 
herd was purchased. It consisted of 10 head of regis- 
tered heifers and a bull. Among early sires to have an 
important part in building the present herd was a son 
of Juliana King of Riverside. His daughters were out- 
standing in type and production. Other early sires in- 
cluded two sons of King Mead of Riverside. 
The present herd is made up mainly of daughters and 
granddaughters of Winnie Cornucopia Johanna King No. 
980676, and King Ormsby Segis Prilly No. 350176. At 





the present time this herd contains over 225 head, 90 
head or more in the milking herd, the balance being 
young stock. Every female has been bred and raised on 
the ranch. 

Feeling the need of records on all cows in the herd, 
the Clarks joined the Cow Testing Association in 1920. 
They believed that livestock records on all cows in the 
herd under normal dairy conditions were more valuable 
than records on a few cows tested under heavy feeding 
and abnormal conditions. The result is sixteen years of 
continuous testing as a standard Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Association herd, and a list of averages that few 
herds of any breed will equal under the same conditions 
(two-time-a-day milking — machine milked since 1923). 
There were times during these sixteen years when no 
concentrates were fed.

The highest year’s work was finished in 1934. Eighty 
cows averaged 15,488 lbs. milk and 526.4 lbs. fat. Of 
the eighty cows, thirty-four worked all or part of the 
year as first calf heifers. In 1935 eighty-three cows aver- 
aged 15,386 lbs. milk and 521.9 lbs. fat with thirty-nine 
head milking all or part of the year as first calf. The 
past four years with its average of 509.2 lbs. fat from 
eighty-one cows shows an average of forty heifers milk- 
ing all or a part of the year with their first calf.

PREPARATION FOR CALVING 
By DR. W. W. WILLIAMS* 


XCEPT in very small herds in which for several 

months no cows are due to calve, there should al- 

ways be one or more maternity stalls empty, clean 
and ready for immediate occupancy. A few hours before 
a cow is expected to calve, her hind parts should be 
thoroughly cleansed, after which, she should be placed 
in the clean stall which has previously been disinfected 
and allowed to dry. 

There are many disinfectants that are reliable if prop- 
erly used. All are dangerous or inefficient when care- 
lessly used. It is best for the breeder to confine himself 
ot a few of the best known, most efficient, safest, and 
most economical. For disinfecting the posterior parts 
of the cow before calving and later when soiled, no bet- 
ter selection can be made than liquor cresolis compositus 
or Lysol. Either may be used in a strength of one per 
cent, which is made by adding one and one quarter fluid 
ounces (two tablespoonfuls) of the drug to one gallon 
of water. Such disinfectants should always be measured 
not guessed at. 

Clean straw constitutes the best bedding. Shavings 
stick to the moist calf and to moist parts of the cow. 
Sawdust is even worse. Such fine bedding tends to ad- 
here also to the protruding afterbirth and become drawn 
into the vagina, thereby adding to the risk of infection. 

Maternity Stalls. Maternity stalls are stalls specially 
adapted to the confinement of cows during parturition or 
labor. They provide for the most efficient control over 
the spread of infection, either to the calving cow or from 
the calving cow to other members of the herd. The 
greatest danger of the dissemination of infection exists 
in permitting cows to calve or abort in the pasture or 
paddock, or to run in the paddock or pasture immediate- 
ly after having calved or aborted and before all dis- 
charges have ceased, for the most voluminous and dan- 
gerous discharges occur at this time. Many cows that 
calve at term in an apparently healthy manner are 
quite as dangerous distributors of infection for a time 
as are those that abort or have retained afterbirth. It is 
therefore important that adequate maternity facilities 
should be provided for all cows of the herd. The breeder, 
by proper care for a brief period before, during and after 
calving, can exert a highly favorable influence on the 
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breeding health of his herd. Provision should be made 
that each cow at the time of calving or aborting may pe 
kept in isolation until the afterbirth has come away 
and all recognizable discharges have ceased. In a herd 
of fair genital health the average time required for this 
purpose is about ten days, and it is accordingly well to 
provide facilities for isolation for at least this period, 

In the construction of, maternity stalls the following 
recommendations should be observed: : 

1. The stalls should be so constructed as to permit 
convenient and efficient cleansing and disinfection, The 
floors should be of impervious concrete and the walls of 
the same material to a height of one to two feet, with 
corners rounded off where they meet the floor. Above 
the concrete portion of the walls, matched boards may 
be used and the walls extended to at least five feet from 
the floor. If the stalls are in rows, the partitions may 
extend to the ceiling, unless their doing so would ob- 
struct the ventilation. 

2. Drainage should be provided by means of a uni- 
form slant of the entire floor. The slope should be 
toward the front, and should end in an open gutter 
running along the front and outside of the stall. This 
gutter may be covered by means of removable lids. 
Closed drains with traps, especially those located cen- 
trally in the floor of the stall, are too likely to become 
clogged. They retain a certain quantity of fluid, tend to 
keep the stall damp, and are not readily cleansed and 
disinfected. The gutter should conduct the refuse from 
the stall to a safe point where it cannot contaminate 
food, bedding, or other material which may be a source 
of danger to the rest of the animals. 

3. The size of a maternity stall should be ample for 
handling the cow during and after calving, a space of 
at least twelve feet square being desirable for the larger 
breeds of cattle, and a foot or so less for smaller breeds 
such as the Jersey. 

4. A manger (also a hayrack, if desired) should be 
provided within the stall. Stanchions so arranged that 
the cow’s head is in the aisle in front of the pen should 
not be used, because of the possibility of the animal's 
obtaining infection from dirt being carried to her by 
the attendants, the litter carrier, or otherwise. 

5. The location of maternity stalls should 
allow adequate ventilation and permit the 
stalls to be kept dry and clean. In large herds 
where a number of maternity pens are desira- 
ble, it is usually best to have these separated 
from the main milking unit of the herd, since 
this reduces the hazards of transmitting in- 
fection. With intelligent care, however, ma- 
ternity stalls containing discharging cows 
may be in close proximity to the other all 
mals of the herd. and still constitute no 4p 
preciable hazard. Since in a small herd 2 
maternity stall usually has to be placed in 
the same room that houses the milking herd, 
it is important that the herdsman should be 

> familiar with methods of sanitation. The 





same rules must also apply to larger herds 
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with many maternity stalls, if one is reliably 
to prevent the conveyance of infection from 
one isolation stall to another, or even from 
remote maternity stalls back to the mais 
milking herd. 

6. A supply of hot water should be 4

Strengthening Market 


E are looking for a strong market for good Hol- 
W steins this fall. Some recent sales have given 

quite a definite forecast in that direction. The 
auction sale market for the tops was perhaps crowded 
a little full during the spring and early summer season. 
The public appetite showed some symptoms of being a 
trifle jaded. Continuing high feed prices, before the ar- 
rival of the new crop on the market, have been a factor 
in retarding the demand for dairy cows. Early relief 
should come with this year’s bumper crops with which 
60 many sections are being favored. Milk prices are 
consistently strengthening, as improving general condi- 
tions help promote greater consumption of dairy pro- 
ducts. These two items taken together seem to make 
this trend inevitable. Then, too, the high beef prices 
that have been prevailing, along with the factors of 
high feed prices and low milk returns, have apparently 
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stimulated an unusual amount of culling of dairy herds 


with the block as the destination. We have geen no 
definite figures on this trend, but we believe it has beep 
a considerable one. 

Further reduction in cow population is indicateg for 
states that are paying indemnities for Bang’s disease 
eradication. With present salvage values, dairymen geo 
an opportunity, with those indemnities, to get substan. 
tially the full appraised value for their positive animals 
and there is a rush to let them go. 

All of these factors are significant in relation to the 
fall demand for good clean, desirable dairy cows. With 
abundant feed supplies available, and milk selling at , 
more favorable ratio, there seems certain to be a rather 
definite and widespread effort to rebuild herds to fyl 
productive strength. 

This was very evident in the sale at. Earlville, N. y. 
July 23. A clean, certified Bang-free herd was being 
offered. There were no records of production in the 
herd, except private milk weights of the owner, but the 
breeding was desirable, the animals were of pleasing 
type and the results exceeded any Earlville Sale (an ¢. 
tablished market) for a number of years. It has been 
a long time since we have observed a $200 price level 
for dairy cows reached so consistently as was the case 
here. We are frankly optimistic over the immediate 
outlook for the Holstein market. 

F ed at the verdict of acquittal returned by a jury at 

Greenfield, Mass., July 28, which had been trying 
charges of attempted assault brought against him by §. 
A. Norton, a former Mt. Hermon School colleague. Nor- 
ton charged that Elder had threatened him with a shot 
gun, and indictments were brought in by a grand jury 
on two counts—assault with intent to murder, and as- 
sault which put the assailed in fear of bodily harm.

There has 
been much speculation as to possible ramifications in the 
present case leading back to that gruesome affair. 

We congratulate Tom Elder on his complete exonera- 
tion and we hope this outcome may mark an end of the 
persecution he has been forced to suffer during the past 
several years.

breeding resulted solely from the fact that members of 
he same breed are all related to each other, the inter se 
elationship coefficient would be nearly twice as large as 
he observed inbreeding coefficient. In all six samples t.e 
observed inbreeding is more than twice a large as was to 
be expected from the average degree of relationship. In 
most cases the difference is between three and five times 
its probable error. Because this is found again and 
again its statistical significance seems certain. Thus 
there is always a tendency to form distinct families in 
the breed but this tendency is rarely if ever carried so 
far that families are kept distinct from each other for 
several generations. Presumably the more successful or 
highly esteemed of these incipient families are used for 
top-crossing on other families. Thus the average rela- 
tionship of the breed increases as the degree of inbreed- 
ing does, instead of the inbreeding increasing but the 

ter se relationship remaining low as would be the case 

many families were created and were kept separate 
rom each other, with breeders showing a distinct aver- 
ion to making even mild outcrosses. 


In the Shorthorns Wright and McPhee” found little 
endency for the creation of distinct families in modern 
imes. Dickson and Lush* found in the early history of 
he Rambouillet breed no more inbreeding than was to 
e expected from the average relationship of the animals 

to each other, but in its later history the inbreeding rose 
to something like four times as much as was to be ex- 
pected from the average relationship, thus indicating a 
real tendency for the formation of separate families in 
that breed. However, the amount of inbreeding was not 
large and there were other reasons for believing that the 
distinct families may have resulted largely from its 
apparent tendency for the breed to split into genuinely 
discontinuous geographical distribution rather than from 
deliberate and intentional line-breeding on anything like 
@ universal scale. 


The selected samples show a little closer inter se 
relationship than is typical of the breed average, but 
the difference is only about the size of its probable error. 
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We are a bit surprised that the difference is not larger 
in view of the fact that comparatively few breeders send 
out herds on the show circuit and not a great may more 
do official testing under conditions which would permit 
the making of 1000-pound fat records. There ig here 
no evidence that either the high producers or the show 
winners constitute a distinct family within the breed 
If we may be permitted a figure of speech which has 
some pessimistic implications, trying to find which 
families of the breed produce the show winners or high 
producers is like trying to find which parts of the Ocean 
have the highest waves!

One of the best sales in recent 
years in the famous Earlville Series 
was the 83d event which was held 
July 23. Seventy-four head were 
sold for $11,867.50, an average of 
$160.37. Feature of the offering 
was the entire P. C. Dugan herd. 
first complete certified abortion-free 
herd to be offered at auction in New 
York State. This offering proved 
most appealing with buyers present 
from Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
Massachusetts, as well as New York, 
The list of buyers totalled 55.

Sired by 
Sir Inka May, his dam is one of the 
outstanding 800-lb. fat daughters of 
Matador Segis Ormsby. The bull 
himself was an attractive individual 
and the three baby heifer calves dis- 
played, his first three, showed extra 
promise. Shaun Kelly, Richmond, 
Mass., was the buyer at $750, fol- 
lowing a spirited bidding contest in 
which a number of leading breeders 
took part. A feature of the Dugan 
herd offering was the group of 20 
sisters, sired by King Ormsby Ideal 
54th, who was evidently one of the 
great sons of King Ormsby Ideal 
even though none of his daughters 
ever had an opportunity on test.

To really appreciate the above records one must not 
forget that they were all made on two-time-a-day milking 
and every cow was machine-milked. Concentrates, mostly 
home grown, were fed according to production. The 
policy being to feed one pound per day for every eight 
pounds of fat produced per month. This light feeding 
of concentrates no doubt accounts for the long life of. the 
cows in the herd. Many of the above records were made 
by cows nine and ten years old. In addition to the grain 
the cows received alfalfa hay, both chopped and loose 
hay being fed. The cows were kept outside the year 
round and were pastured when pasture was available. 


Bulls in use today in the herd are sons of King 
Ormsby Segis Prilly. These bulls have for dams, cows 
sired by the Winnie bull and backed by proven cow fam- 
ilies, the Prilly-Winnie cross seeming to work out ex- 
ceptionally well. To use with these bulls where an 
outcross was wanted, the Clarks bought from Elmwood 
Farms, Deerfield, Ill., a son of King Bessie, Premier 
Sire of All-Americans, highest point sire for fat in 1935. 


This is a lot to say for any bull, but equally as good is 
the dam’s side of this young bull’s pedigree. She is none 
other than Miss Piebe Ormsby Alexina No. 1259422— 
fat 365 days, 826.1 lbs. fat milk, 22,243.40 lbs., average: 
per cent fat, 3.7—Full sister to Triune Alexina Ormsby, 
the sensational California sire, owned by E. E. Freeman 
of Modesto, and the only sire with 1,000-lb. fat daugh- 
ters who made their records on three-time milking in 
heifer form. Also, full sister to 19 month World Cham- 
pion, Triune Pietertje Ormsby. The seven nearest dams 
of King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 86th average 944.8 
Ibs. fat, 23,963.80 lbs. milk, 3.84% fat. This young bull 
now has a fine group of calves in the Clark herd. He will 
soon have sons ready for service. As a group his calves 
show the breeding that is back of them. 


Along with the program of testing and breeding the 
health of the herd has not been neglected. State and 
Federal men have tested regularly for tuberculosis since 
1921 and blood testing has been done under state super- 
vision since 1929. During this time this herd made an 
excellent health record. 

The Clarks are endeavoring to maintain the high 
butterfat production which they have achieved the past 
few years. They also are taking every precaution p0s- 
sible to keep the herd free from disease. In these breed- 
ing programs they are depending on the outstanding cow 
families developed in the herd during the past 26 years, 
which have produced many high record cows and some 
of the sires in use in this herd at the present time. Dur- 
ing all these years of improvement, the Clarks have 
stressed lifetime records under twice-a-day milking and 
ordinary farm conditions. They feel that these records 
have the most value to them in their breeding program 
and also to dairymen who might be interested in pur 
chasing stock for breeding purposes.

1,553 “PROVED” SIRES 


The names of 1,553 ‘‘proved’’ 
dairy sires, together with a record 
of each sire’s breeding performance, 
have just been published by the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture. The 
list was prepared by the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry. 


Each sire was proved in a dairy 
herd-improvement association herd 
by comparing the production records 
of five or more of his daughters with 
the production records of their 
dams. 


Publication of this list of proved 
sires is a new step in the Bureau’s 
cooperative efforts with the State 
dairy extension services to raise the 
level of milk and butterfat produc- 
tion in the average dairy herd. The 
list includes all sires proved since 
November 1935. A similar list will 
be issued annually hereafter which 
will include all sires proved within 
the preceding 12 months. 


All association sires whose dam- 
and-daughter records were tabulated 
to show their breeding value are in- 
cluded in the list, whether the sire in 
question proved to be good, poor or 
just average in his transmitting abil- 
ity. The Bureau believes the infor- 
mation will be a valuable guide for 
dairymen in eliminating poor sires 
from further use and in selecting 
good ones for more extended service. 
The information should be of inter- 
est not only to the owners of the 
sires, but also to all prospective pur- 
chasers of new herd sires. Even 
though many of the sires were dead 
by the time they were proved, the in- 
formation is still valuable in that it 
gives an indication of what may be 
expected from young untried sons of 
these sires that are available for 
service. 


Copies of the list will be carried 
by all association testers for consul- 
tation by the association herd own- 
ers. Dairymen who wish to establish 
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or maintain a complete file of the 
annual lists for future reference may 
obtain copies by purchase from the 
Superintendent of Documents, Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, Washing- 
ton, D. C. The list just published is 
Miscellaneous Publication 277. The 
price is 15 cents a copy.

AMERICAN INSTITUTE 
OF COOPERATION 


Agricultural cooperators took an- 
nual inventory last month, of the 
trends and developments affecting 
their two billion dollar business. 

From 37 states and Canada more 
than 1,200 leaders and participants 
in farmers’ merchandising  enter- 
prises met at Iowa State College for 
the thirteenth annual session of the 
American Institute of Cooperation. 
Their objectives were: 

1. An appraisal of the present fac- 
tors affecting cooperatives. 

2. An analysis of the present scope 
of cooperative services. 

3. A charting of most. effective 
means of adapting services to cur- 
rent trends. 

Cooperative executives, nationally- 
known economists, marketing spe- 
cialists, and government officials 
were included among the 100 speak- 
ers on the program of 54 general 
sessions and commodity group con- 
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ferences. Discussions ranged from 
production curves and gsovernmenta} 
control to changing market Outlets 
and consumer demand. 


Many controversial issues, upon 
which the Institute takes no stand 
enlivened the meetings. Among these 
were the desirability and effect of 
state and federal regulatory devices: 
the relationship between the pro. 
ducers’ and consumers’ cooperative 
movements; the responsibility of 
public education to cooperative de. 
velopment; and the type of coopera. 
tive best fitted to serve the severa} 
commodity groups, such as livestock 
and dairying. 

Aside from these and similar gen- 
eral questions, the sessions were 
mainly devoted to a direct attack on 
present problems through an evalya- 
tion of practical solutions that have 
been attempted or achieved by sye- 
cessful marketing and purchasing or- 
ganizations. 


As to the future of the agricyl- 
tural cooperative movement, two sig- 
nificant long-range viewpoints were 
expressed. Both were concerned with 
the relationship between cooperative 
activity and the industry-wide pro- 
grams of national control. 


“The extent to which government- 
al devices to regulate agriculture 
will finally prove hindrances or helps 
may depend largely upon the man- 
ner in which farmers’ cooperatives 
develop their own policies in relation 
to their utilization’’, was the opinion 
voiced by Charles W. Holman, secre- 
tary of the Institute and of the Na- 
tional Cooperative Milk Producers’ 
Federation. 

Under present conditions, he 
stated, the world-wide trend toward 
autocracy of government may result 
in an entire readjustment of the di- 
rection of activities of many of our 
cooperative enterprises. This process 
must necessarily take into account 
the essentially new set of problems 
arising out of the new activities of 
government. 

E. G. Nourse, director of, the Insti- 
tute of Economics, drew attention to 
another phase of the problem. He 
asked: 

“Would not a price policy de- 
signed to maximize the purchasing 
power of the masses induce a more 
favorable trend of cooperative devel- 
opment than the present emphasis on 
supply restriction as a means of unit 
price enhancement?” 

The restriction policy, he pointed 
out, began with the large scale c0- 
ops immediately after the war, and 
has been nurtured since by the Fed- 
eral Farm Board and the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration. It 
is not to be abandoned as a recourse 
—hbut: 

“The price process is not 4 one- 
way street. Quite as often as not, 
the economically ‘better price }s a. 
price which is lower; the price wh = 
more people can afford to pay; ba 
the price which is still gone oon 
to the producer because he has t@ = 
full advantage of new economics be 
efficiency and low unit costs ie 
possible by capacity operations 
price, in a word, which registers 
constant advance of @ nation ber 
prides itself on its Yankee ingenull?, 
its democratic vigor’.

PER CENT FAT INCREASING 

Analysis of herd averages in the 
Herd Improvement Test shows a def- 
inite upward trend in average per 
cent fat during recent years. This 
would be expected as a result of dis- 
tributor demands for a higher test- 
ing milk during the depression. Only 
a very few of our breeders have 
made any effort to breed for higher 
testing milk until recently and for 
years the average tests for the breed 
remained practically constant. Those 
who are anxious to see the test raised 
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will be interested in the figures for 
the past 8 years as shown in the Red 
Book. In Volume 1 we find only 
14% of the herds reported averaged 
3.6% or above while 30.9% of the 
herds reported in Volume 8 fall in 
this higher testing group. On the 
other hand, while Volume 1 has 44% 
of the herds reported averaging un- 
der 3.4%, this lower testing group 
averaged 25% in Volume 8. Change 
in average test is necessarily a slow 
process but these figures show a def- 
inite upward trend. The following 
tabulation gives the figures in great- 
er detail:

Mr. Strange 
who had been serving as Director of 
the Michigan Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, is farm bred, still making his 
home on the Eaton County tarm 
which for more than a century has 
been occupied by five generations of 
the Strange family. Fifty years ago 
his father founded a Holstein herd 
on this farm and twenty years later 
the new Commissioner purchased his 
first Holsteins from which his present 
herd has been bred. He is considered 
by Michigan breeders as one of the 
very solid, substantial breeders of 
the state, one of those striving con- 
tinuously to improve his herd.

SUMMARY OF BANG’S CONTROL 
PROGRAM 

The Bureau of Animal Industry 
has recently issued a summary of the 
Bang’s Disease Control Program, cov- 
ering the results of testing done in 
cooperation with the various states 
during the 35 months’ period from 
July 1, 1934, to May 31, 1937. Dur- 
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ing this period, 1,260,047 herds cop. 
taining 17,372,884 animals were gyp. 
jected to the agglutination blood 
tests. Of these herds, 316,732 o- 
approximately 25% contained infec- 
tion in greater or less degree, thege 
herds being larger than the average 
and containing nearly half of the 
total number of animals tested. [py 
these herds containing some infec. 
tion, 14.7% of the animals reacteg 
to the test. To the end of the re. 
port, the tests have disclosed 943,315 
negative herds containing 9,196,638 
animals. On May 31, 1937, there 
were under supervision 698,076 
herds containing 7,740,568 cattle. 
The State of Virginia which has gone 
in extensively for area work on this 
problem has the largest number of 
negative herds with 155,629. Wis- 
consin has the largest number of 
negative cattle with nearly 1,500,000. 


BRITISH FRIESIAN RECORDS 


Terling Beechnut 38th, British 
Friesian cow owned by Lord Ray- 
leigh, failed in her gallant attempt 
to make her second record above 3.- 
000 gallons (30,000 Ilbs.), finishing 
with 28,135 lbs. milk testing 3.21% 
in 353, according to the July issue of 
British Friesian Journal, which 
states that an injury to her udder 
was all that kept her from the cov- 
eted goal. In her previous lactation 
she had produced 32,539 lbs. milk, 
with 3.11% test and now has a life- 
time record in six lactations of 120,- 
463 lbs. milk, 3.35%, 4,040.5 lbs. 
fat. According to the Journal, she 
becomes the ninth British Friesian 
to make two records over 1,000 lbs. 
“commercial butter’’, or 850 Ibs. fat, 
the British figuring butter on about 
an 85 per cent fat basis. 


Friesian fanciers in England are 
now boosting for another cow of this 
breed, Lavenham Chancery 3rd, to 
become, as they say, a twice ‘3,000- 
galloner”’. Already with one 30,000- 
lb. record to her credit she has in 
324 days of her present lactation 
produced 27,719 lbs. milk and is re- 
ported as milking 59 Ibs. per day at 
the end of that period. If she can 
average 56 lbs. a day for her remain- 
ing 41 days, she will exceed the 30,- 
000-lb. mark. She is owned by 
Strutt & Parker, whose herd is run 
under the same management as that 
of Lord Rayleigh. Her lifetime rec- 
ord is already above 50 tons or 100,- 
000 lbs.

HOLSTEIN CLUB BOY MAKES 
: GOOD 


Starting with a Holstein heifer 
calf as a boy of nine, Grover Miehe, 
of Maynard, Iowa, stayed in the Hol- 
stein game until now, 7 years later 
he has a fine herd of 10 head of 
purebred Holsteins, has enjoyed a 
trip to Europe, has been champion 
showman at his County Fair and has 
placed as high individual in the 
Inter-State Judging Contest at the 
Dairy Cattle Congress. 

Here is how he did it. In 1939 
his father gave him a Holstein calf 
80 that he might enter the Dairy 
Calf Club work. Although Grover’s 
first calf did not win for him, he 
was not discouraged. The following 
year his father gave him another 
calf with which he fared better and 
won ninth place in a field of twenty 
calves at the County Fair. 


In 1932 Grover’s first calf has pre- 
sented him with another heifer calf. 
He showed his new offspring at the 
County Fair and this time he won 
eighth place in a class of 18 calves. 
He was creeping up steadily and by 
the next year his second heifer had 
presented him with a bull calf. This 
time he showed both the bull and 
the heifer calf from his first heifer. 
The bull won fifth in a class of 


eleven and the heifer won seventh 
place, 


By 1934 his third calf had dropped 
a bull calf which was declared Grand 
Champion at the County Fair. Feel- 
— a little more confident with his 
vettock, Grover stepped out into 
ae company.

— and a heifer to the Dairy Cattle 
meress at Waterloo. His bull 
- ced fifth and his heifer placed 
in a large field of entries. 
. ot content with his own breed- 
a = animals, Grover purchased 
ca heifer and walked off with 
. a Champion honors at the Coun- 
air. He took his herd to the 
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Dairy Cattle Congress again, and 
this time his heifer was declared re- 
serve champion while his two-year- 
old heifer placed third. 

During all these years Grover had 
had been studying and was at- 
tending judging work-outs in club 
work. In 1934 he was a member of 
the County Judging team which won 
State honors. In the Inter-State con- 
test, held at the Dairy Cattle Con- 
gress in 1934, Grover’s team won the 
contest and the right to represent 
the United States in the Internation- 
al contest held at Newcastle, Eng- 
land. Grover was high man in the 
Inter-State contest and was sixth in 
the International contest at New- 
castle. 

The Dairy Cattle Congress is again 
sponsoring an Inter-State contest at 
the show this year, Sept. 27 to Oct. 
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3. The management is broadening 
the 4-H program so that other 4-H 
club members will have the same, 
and even better, opportunities than 
Grover had. 


Grover has entered his heifers in 
the production contest and he is go- 
ing to be sure that his heifers not 
only win for him in the show ring, 
but that they also win for him in the 
milk pail. He plans to enter his 
herd at the Dairy Cattle Congress 
again this year and our guess is that 
when the dust clears away, we will 
see Grover holding his share of the 
ribbons.

an Endless Chain 





Almost twenty years ago the Houcks of Canada leased from Winterthur 
Farms, Winterthur, Del., the bull Winterthur Bess Ormsby Boast, then a 
young untried bull but carrying the combination of proven blood lines that 
they wanted to outcross with their famed Jemimas. They mated him with 
one of their 1000-lb. fat producers—a sister to “Old Jemima’”’ herself—and 
incidentally a cow whose two nearest dams were both sired by American- 
bred bulls. This mating produced a bull named KING POSCH BESS BURKE. 
He in turn was mated with the then Canadian champion four-year-old, 
Maggie Calamity Hartog with 1,096 lbs. fat, Canadian-bred for several gen- 
erations but with two American-bred great grandparents. 





The resulting calf, a bull, was sold 
before he was registered to Detroit 
Creamery Farms of Michigan, and 
they named him DeCreamCo Calam- 
ity Posch. In his new home he became 
the All-American junior yearling of 
1927 and after he had sired a splen- 
did lot of daughters and sons, they 
sold him as a mature bull to Maytag 
Dairy Farms, for whom he became 
All-American aged bull in 1931 and 
sire of many noted prize winners and 
producers up to over 1,000 Ibs. fat. 


And now, as the great wheel turns, Maytag Dairy Farms are selling his sons 
and grandsons back to our Canadian breeders, a recent sale being a grand- 
son and granddaughter to Llenroc Farms, Ltd., a company formed by the 
Houcks, the original breeders of DeCreamCo Calamity Posch. In the years 
to come, no doubt Llenroc will be offering and selling sons and daughters 
of their American-bred herd sire from Canadian-bred dams to breeders in 
the States and they in turn—and so it goes back and forth, an endless chain, 


and everybody profits.

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Holstein Pilgrimage 


I started out from Cleveland, Ohio, 
Friday evening, July 16, for a two 
weeks’ vacation. By travelling alone, 
I planned to have no very definite 
schedule, but to visit several Hol- 
stein breeding farms in a rather 
leisurely manner, and in this way 
perhaps to have a really restful vaca- 
tion. 

My first stop Saturday morning 
was at Card Farms, Fredonia, N. Y. 
Here, as readers of the World know, 
Billy Lynn is again in charge. Bill 
is stepping up production again and 
constructive plans are under way 
which should do much to regain the 
enviable position held by this farm 
some years ago when a world’s rec- 
ord production of 553 lbs. fat was 
made in B and C. The star of the 
herd is Baker Farm Blanche, well 
known daughter of Ormsby Direct. 
She has a record of 831 lbs. fat and 
four records averaging over 700 lbs. 
fat. Bill showed me a real team of 
mules. He says they are fast, and 
they looked faster than some harness 
horses I have seen on the track. 

Yates Farms, Orchard Park, N. Y., 
was the next stop on the list. I had 
not visited these farms since I was 
there more than two years ago to 
select my herd sire, Commander Co- 
lantha Posch, a General son of Queen 
Pauline. Since then, the General 
daughters have done well on test. 
They have several in the test barn 
now making good _ records. The 
daughters are a nice square uddered 
lot. General Posch is still in active 
service here, as is Senator Posch, a 
General son from Vera. The show 
herd has just been put in the barn 
for fitting, and Howard Cobb hopes 
to take them to the National at Co- 
lumbus., 

Howard went with me to the L. A. 
Piquet farm at nearby East Aurora. 
Mr. Piquet is, like myself, a chemist 
by profession and is breeding both 
Holsteins and Guernseys. He has a 
full brother to General Posch and to 
the Pabst bull which he recently pur- 
chased from the Tylers of West New- 
bury, Vt. Mr. Piquet has about 40 
head of Holsteins, mostly of Can- 
adian breeding, and should prove to 
be a very constructive breeder. 

Most of Sunday was spent motor- 
ing in Canada along the North shore 
of Lake Ontario and the St. Law- 
rence River. There are several well 
known herds along the way which I 
did not visit. In fact, the first Can- 
adian herd I visited was the Ray- 
mondale herd at Vaudreuil, Quebec, 
not from Montreal. Here Clarence 
Goodhue showed me this noted herd. 
I had a long talk with him and cer- 
tainly received much more breeding 
information than I, a beginner, was 
able to return. They are quite ex- 
cited over a junior three-year-old on 
test. She is sired by Montvic Chief- 
tain and out of a full sister to the fa- 
mous Pietje cow, highest record 
daughter of Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst. For her, just three months on 
test, she has about 300 lbs. fat and 
she is just a wonderful heifer. The 
Winterthur heifer recently purchased 
at the Brentwood sale has freshened 
and looks great. Raymondale may 
use her young son, sired by “Pilot” 
as an outcross. The Chieftain and 


Pacemaker daughters here are a like- 
ly looking lot. 

Up the Ottawa River a few miles 
to the noted Mt. Victoria herd. Mr. 
Butchers showed me around and I 
shall never forget the thrill I got 
from having him point out to me 
those famous daughters of Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst. Bonheur is 
being groomed for the shows and 
looks great. In the next box stall 
was the Abbekerk cow—not quite as 
smooth as the All-American but a 
wonderful cow. They have a young 
son of hers they are planning on 
using as a herd sire when he de- 
velops. Was interested in seeing 
Lady Meg Posch—now past 17 years. 
Her breeding days are about over but 
what a brood cow she has been. Be- 
fore leaving, I purchased a young son 
of Montvic Countess Rag Apple Pabst. 
She is a high testing daughter of Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst and is doing 
well on mature form. She stood 
fourth at the Royal (Bonheur and 
the Abbekerk cow standing first and 
second) and is a member of the All- 
American Get of Sire group. The calf 
is sired by Pathfinder—so with 
Countess and Bonheur as his two 
nearest dams and other noted foun- 
dation females close up, he ought to 
transmit good type. I plan to use 
him on the daughters of Commander 
(whose pedigree is about an upside 
down pedigree of this one, with 
crosses to Count Paul Echo Posch). 

Mr. Macaulay is carrying out some 
interesting and extended experimen- 
tation with a large number of varie- 
ties of soybeans in an effort to find 
early maturing variety for use in the 
Provinces. 

My next jump was a large one with 
visits to two kennels of Shetland 
Sheep dogs (minature collies) which 
I am breeding in a small way, en- 
route. I finally arrived at Baker 
Farm, Exeter, N. H. Mr. Culver was 
most cordial and showed me the herd 
which was out in the pasture. I had 
heard of his ability to give the breed- 
ing of all the cows in his herd but 
was really amazed to see him walk 
into a large group of heifers and 
name them one after the other with- 
out a moment’s hesitation. They 
have an exceptionally large number 
of promising two and three-year-old 
heifers and their “good wudders’”’ 
slogan is more than a slogan. They 
have repurchased Mr. Decker’s share 
in Ormsby Direct and will keep him 
at the farm at all times in thet future 
Most of the females have been bred 
on the place—an exception is a group 
of four excellent daughters of King 
Toitilla Acme, noted sire of ‘‘Cal- 
amity Nig’’. 

I motored straight down through 
Boston and got caught in the market 
district at a busy time. I would not 
recommend it to anyone with a limit- 
ed vocabulary. On into Connecticut 
with a stop at Osborndale. Here 
Mr. Nichols took me in hand. A 
wonderful herd whose high test is 
quite a feature, with several gener- 
ations bred on the place and their 
proven bulls prospects are bright at 
Osborndale. The Fobes bull pur- 


chased at the National Sale is a very 
promising individual while Mrs. Kel- 
loge’s daughter of Johanna Rag 
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Apple Pabst looks like a wonderfy 
dairy machine. 

On down toward New York City 
I got a great thrill motoring over the 
George Washington Bridge and over 
into Jersey. It has been some years 
since I lived in and around the 
“Oranges” and the improvement in 
the roads since then is almost jp. 
credible. A visit to the Keeney Oyer. 
brook herd was next in order. The 
many 100,000-lb. cows are a great 
feature of this herd. The pregen; 
high esteem in which this wel 
known herd is held is a real tribute 
to the intelligent breeding operations 
conducted by Mark. He thinks Jim 
Dandy a proven bull whose value can 
scarcely be estimated. The new 
arrival, Dunloggin Design, looks like 
a great future sire. Mark’s plans 
for the development of this herd are 
projected far into the future. We 
will all follow developments here 
with interest. He is also sending an 
educational exhibit to the National 
Dairy Show. 

The Winterthur herd, housed in 
its splendid new barn, presents an 
imposing array of high record cows. 
Where else have such records on two- 
time milking been made? A feature 
in the office is an array of pictures 
and pedigrees of herd sires past and 
present—and what a presentation it 
is. This line-bred Ormsby herd traces 
back for generations to individuals 
bred on the farm. Great stress is 
laid on total production of dams and 
on records made by many daughters 
of any one herd sire. Inspite of all 
that has been done here, Mr. Reed 
has plans for the future which should 
mean even greater progress. I was 
interested to see the new Carnation 
bull which will be used as an outcross 
in this herd. 


My visit to Dunloggin was marred 
by the fact that Paul Misner was not 
at home. I arrived in the afternoon 
to find that Mark Keeney has been 
there in the morning and Paul and 
Mark had left the farm before my 
arrival. Mr. Reed, in charge of the 
test barn, and Mr. Baker, in charge 
of the milking herd, took good care 
of me, however, The All-American 
Elenora and the Lashbrook heifer 
are both in fine shape. The show herd 
was in blankets and a very likely 
looking lot they are. Woodmaster 
looks to me like a great dairy bull. 
They have almost 200 head under 
milk at this great breeding establish- 
ment—with many outstanding foun- 
dation females. 


Lack of time prevented a visit to 
Lauxmont herd, which I saw at the 
time of the 1936 Brentwood Sale. ! 
did find time to visit Robertson 
Farms. Here Mr. Robertson took me 
in charge personally — looking ¢* 
ceptionally well for a man under 
Doctor’s care. The show herd had 
just been blanketed and they expect 
to go places with it. We went out 
into the pasture to see the test her 
—composed of splendid individuals. 
From the pasture, we had a wonder- 
ful view of the farm buildings, the 
large residence and the two splen : 
new barns. This splendid farm * 
be a source of great pride to ™- 
Robertson. Incidentally, they yore 
raising about 2000 turkeys and ad 
some of the best corn on my ent 
trip.

I was especially interested in the 
herd of the Allegheny County Home 
at Woodville, Pa., because Governor 
Posch, one of their herd sires, is 
closely related to my herd sire.

EASTERN STATES EXPOSITION 
OFFERING $61,000 

Total prizes of more than $61,000 
for livestock, horse show, miscel- 
laneous contests and speed programs 
have been offered by the Eastern 
States Exposition for the 21st ap- 
nual fall show from Sept. 19 to 25 
inclusive, according to the general 
prize list issued by the management 
today. 


Of this total, the largest of any 
agricultural show in the East, 
$17,654 has been allotted to the sev- 
eral breeds of dairy and beef cattle; 
$13,560 to draft and show horses 
of which $12,810 has been allotted 
to the Springfield Horse Show 
classes; $15,000 for speed programs, 
with $10,000 going to the light har- 
ness races that will be a feature of 
the first four days and $5,000 for 
the automobile races of Friday and 
Saturday, Sept. 24 and 25. 


The remaining $25,000 has been 
set aside for poultry show, dog 
show, cat show, dynamometer and 
ox pulling contests and the several 
day to day events as well as the 
numerous programs of the boys’ and 
girls’ and home departments. In ad- 
dition to the cash awards, numerous 
trophies valued at several thousand 
dollars await the winners of breed 
and contest championships. 


In the general livestock classifi- 
cations announced in the prize list, 
several changes are noted. In the 
Jersey cattle division, $275 and 
valuable trophies have been set 
aside for special state herd classes 
in which the state breed associations 
are cooperating. The showing of 
Brown Swiss cattle will be limited to 
New England breeders. 

The exhibitors’ display herd, 4 
class established by the Exposition 
management two years ago and pre- 
sented for the first time in the 
United States at Springfield has been 
continued.
